The Secretary of War Will Work 


out Practical Plans that can be 


Successfully Gained Out.

The Easter festival was celebrated 


The Congress of the United States 


passed a concurrent resolution last 
week that win throw light on the dif- 
ficulties of the Fiftieth Anniversary 
of the Battle of Gettysburg in 1913 
and pave the way for overcoming these 
difficulties and making a success of 
the celebration. 


This resolution of Congress was in 


line with the suggestions of the Citi- 
zens' Committee as conveyed by Dr. 
J. A. Singmaster to the Pennsylvania 
Commission and ignored by them and 
being in line with what the COMPILER 
has been advocating for many months. 


The Pennsylvania Commission has 


been devoting its energies 10 getting 
as many thousands of veterans start- 
ed toward Gettysburg as possible. Col. 
Lewis E Beitler, Field Secretary of 
the Commisison as late as last week 
in Harrisburg said, that he "found the 
Southern people most agreeably dis- 
posed toward the big celebration and 
especially do the old Southern veter- 
ans of the Civil War express a desire 
ro participate in the ceremonies They 
say they will come if they have to 
walk, and a movement is now on foot 
in a number of Southern States to 
provide transportation for Ihe veter- 
ans. All over the North the States 
have signified their intention to send 
their veterans, providing transpo^ta- 
tion to aud from the great battlefield. 
Colonel Beitler says that at least 100, 
»00 old soldiers will be on the field 
during the celebration and Gettysburg 
will have more people within its bord- 
ers than at any time since Meade and 
Lee clashed on the first three days ot 
July, 1863."

Don't Whitewash Trees 


Prof. H. A. Surface, State Zoologist 


of Pennsylvania, of Harrisburg, re- 
ceives many inquiries on tue subject 
of whitewashing trees, and takes this 
occasion to issue a general reply, 
which is as follows: 


"As far as the destruction of pests 


5? concerned tnere is a slight benefit 
from 
whitewashing the 
trunks of 


trees. 
However this "does not kill 


the pests that are not touched by tin 
•whitewash, and thus those on the 
branches above the whitewashed area 
are uninjured. Also, it does not kill 
the borers that are within the trees, 
although if applied regularly as a 
good illicit coat, about the middle of 
June, July and August, each year, it 
•will keep borers out. 


"From the standpoint of appearance 


it is not commendable, as the trees in 
their natural condition and beauty are 
much more attractive than those that 
are whitewashed to look like painted 
posts. Persons who love Nature are 
outraged lr. their finer sensibilities 
upon seeing natural objects like stones 
and trees whitwashed. painted or 
otherwise discolored. 


"Whitewashing gives a little bene- 


flt, It Is certain that It pays far bet- 
ter to boll a little sulfur with the lime, 
and Instead of making a regular white 
wash, make the lime-sulfur solution 
witb the sediment present, and apply 
this either with with a brush or with 
A spray pump. It is not troublesome 
to boll tome sulfur with toe lime, and 
thus make the material an undoubted 
Insecticide and fungicide. 
This can 


be applied with a brush just as the 
whitewash is applied, and it will be 
far more effective in destroying insects 
and term ot fonfus diseases, and will 
be fir totter for tb» trees."

He is not living 
In the past. He is progressive.
